AND SHERMAN NOTES 


Ex-Comptroller of the Currency Sub- 
mits His Views,

Trenholm, Who Served Under Cleve- 
land, Would Increasé Money. 


WANTS THE BENOMINATICNS TO BE SMALL 


Asserts People Would Have Confidence 
in the Money in Current 
Circulation. 


Washington, November 21.—Williaam L. 
Trenholm,: who was comptroller of the cur- 
reney under President Cleveland’s firat ad- 


ministration, has just submitted his views 


of currency reform to the monetary com- 
mission. They embrace a number of feat- 
ures entirely different from those of other 
experts. and have been carefuliy studied 
by the commission during several recent 
sessions. 

Colonel Trenholm recommends the fusion 
of the greenbacks and Sherman notes into 
one form of paper redeemable in gold. He 
thinks that these notes should be issued 
in denominations of $1, $2 and $5, in order 
that the people may have confidence in the 
money in current circulation. He believes 
that a redemption fund of $100,000,000 would 
be sufficient 10 maintain the parity of the 
entire vulume of about #450,0v0,000. 

ahe suggestions of Co.eonel T'renhoim re- 
€araing banking are as frviiows: 

“1. 40 Make adequaie provision for the 
recugnitlon of @aisudg c.e€alriNng WOUsSes, ald 
ihe C8faulisnMeut wi Oluecrs VY alluwing 
tnem lo ve o:ganized in reserve and Centras 
scServVe cCilies, ulbuer tne National baNwiig 
jaw, With denned powers and responsivii- 
llles.

“a. ‘LO prescribe tnat no such bank be li- 
censed tu uccept sucn drafts without tak- 
ing from tne drawers adequate security 
therefor to the full amount of such. con- 
tempiated acceptances, which security may 


ve in the form of discounted paper; aiso- 


Without having deposited with tne clear- 
ing house security tw the amount of the cir- 
culating drafts applied for, the sufficiency 
of such security, poth in amount and char- 
acter, to be certified in each instanue sep- 
arately to the comptroller of the currency 
by the proper authorities of the clearing 
nouse and approved vy the local bank ex- 
aminer. Securities so deposited to he re- 
ieased only upon presentation to the clear- 
ing house of canceled drafts, which drafts 
are to be delivered by the clearing house 
to the comptroller of the currency for de- 
struction. 

“>. The circulating drafts, authorized to 
be accepted under the above conditions, 
may be drawn by any national bank or by 
any state or private bank which will sub- 


mit to such examinations by the local ex- 
herco re

truiler of the currency. The amaunt of 
drafts of any drawer owtstanding at one 
time to be hmited to a proportivn of its 
quick assets, including those held by the 
accepting bank. 

“6. The circulating drafts so authorized 
shall be of uniform design, and may be 
in denominations of $1, $2, $3 $5 and multi- 
pleg of $5, having engraved upon their face 
the name of the accepting bank, with 
blanks to be filled with the name of the 
drawers. 

“7, Such circulating drafts to be prepared 
by the comptrolier of the currency and is- 
sued to each ‘clearing house association 
upon its requisition.made from time to time 
under regulati6ns to be established by the 
comptroller of the currency. 

“8 This plan, if accepted, is expected to 
work out in the following manner: A clear- 
ing house association will from time to 
time make requisition on the comptroller 
of currency for certain amounts of such 
circulation drafts, to be accepted bx cer- 
tain named banks. the members of that as- 
sociation. The banks for wnose benefit such 
circulating drafts are called for will satis- 
fy the authorities of the clearing -house 
association of their compliance respective- 
lv with the requirements of the system: 
whereupon issves will be made to such 
banks, and each of such banks will cause 
to be filed in the name of the drawer, and 
then execute its acceptance upor the face 
of the drafts. These drafts may be then 
sent as incomplete currency, as now sent 
through the mails, or by ‘express, at a 
moderate charge, as they will not become 
effective for circulation until duly signed 
by the drawers. When siened, they will 
be paid out by the drawing bank or banker 
for local use first. and wil) gradually find 
their way back to the accepting banks, 
where they will be redeemed and sent into 
the clearing house in order to release a 
proportionate amount of the sécurities 
there held against such issue. 

“The object of this su¢eg>stion Is fa enable 
banks at remote points throughout the 
country to meet the local demand for cur: 
rency when it arises and only asit does 
prise, and. at the same time. to limit and 
control svch tissues through the operation 
of the principle of self-protection. which 
will assert itself in the management of the 
acrepting banks.” 

Regarding the disposition of the silver 
douars and silver certificates. Colonel Tren- 
holm suggests that the silver now in the 
treasury be constitatted into a reserve fund 
for the guarantee of outstanding silver dol- 
lars, and that the silver certificates in ex- 
cess of the actual bullion value of the coins 
and certificates outstanding be canceled 
from time to time as they come into the 
treasury. He recommends that silver cer- 
tificates be issued in denominations of $70 
and over, and that some of them be issued 
in denominations of $1,000, $500 and $10.000 
in order that they may be held by national 
banks in the proportion of 20 per cent of 
their lawful money reservas. 

Colonel Trenholm suggests‘ an interna- 
tional agreement among silver producing 
countries for steadying the price of silver. 
He does not contemplate the restoration of 
silver to parity with gold, but the regula- 
tion of the price so as to give the assur- 
ance to the world’s commerce that there 
can be no further material decline in rhe 
price. 


MELBOURNE HAS $5,000,000 FIRE 


Australian City Is Swept by a Disas- 
trous Blaze. 

Melbourne, November 21.—A great fire 
broke out here at 2-o’clock this morning, 
and in a very short space of time did enor- 
mous damage. It started at the warehouse 
of Craig Williamson, in Elizabeth street, 
in ‘the heart of the city. A strong wind 
was blowing, and the fiercely fanned flames 
rapidly engulfed building after building. 

Despite the desperate efforts of the fire- 
men, the entire block, bounced by Eliza- 
beth, Flinders and Swanston streets and 
Flinders lane, were destroyed within three 
hours. ; 

The burned section included many of the 
largest buildings in Melbourne. The build- 
ings were completely gutted. As most of 
them contained soft goods, the flames pro- 
gressed with a rapidity which defied al} 
checking, and in the furious wind ashes 
and burning debris were carried into the 
suburbs a distance of two miles. 

It is estimated that the loss will reach 
£1,000,000 ($5,000,000), while the trade in soft 
goods has received a serious set back.

Yexatious Questions Between United 
States and Canada Must Be Cleared. 


LATE CONFERENCE INDORSED 


General Settlement Could Not Be Made 
with British Consent. 


DOMINON’S TARIFF ADVANTAGES GUARDED 


Subjects Other Than Tariff Do Not 
Cause the Britons Any Hard 
Study. 


Washington, November 21.—There is good 
reason to believe the British government 
will view with faver the formation of a 
commission to clear up vexatious questions 
between the United States and Canada. 
This attitude will be important in the 
corsumimatioa of the commission plan, for 
the best efforts of the United States and 
Canada toward a general settiemenrt couid 
come to naught unless the imperial gov- 
arnment approved the efforts and stood 
ready to give the official execution in the 
form of a troaty. 

At first the sharp differences arous:?d by 
the recent Pering sea meeting led to the 
belief that Great Britain might stand in 
the way of a commission which would 
discuss, among other questions, such im- 
portant sukjects as the tariff. The British 
have been tenac'ous of holding the advan- 
tages secured by Canada’s preferential 
British tariff? and it was thought the colo- 
nial office at London would not view 
with favor any movement by a commiss‘on 
which would disturb this preferential tar- 
iff. It appears, however, that the British 
authorities are sincerely anxious to clear 
up the various irritating questions which 
have long existed between Canada and the 
United States through the medium of a 
commission or otherwise, and that no idea 
is entertained that when the commission 
dealt with the important subject of tariff 
it would involve any Wisturbance of the 
British-Canadian tar‘ff relations. 

There are said to be many articles, such 
as coal and fish, which are not exchanged 
between Great Britain and Canada. On 
such articles, therefore, any reciprocal ar- 
rangement between the United States and 
Canada would have no influence on Brit- 
ish trade with Canada. The home g0v- 
ernment is sad to be fully conscious of 
the advantages which Canada may secure 
in the extensive American markets lying 
alongside her, and there is understood to 
be every desire to aid Canada in the cn- 
joyment of reciprocal trade with the United 
States. Already the British ambassador 
has been authorized from LonGon to begin 
negotiations for reciprocity treaties be- 
tween the United States and the British 
West Indian colonies. This is cited to 
show the favor which the London authori. 
ties «xhibit toward securing the best re- 
ciprocal advantgges for British colonies. 
It js said the same view would prevail 
as to Canadian rec'procity. In any évent, 
the work of a commission would be pre- 
liminary only and it would remain for the 
British government to give it effect by ‘or- 
mal treaty. 


Great Britain Has No Interest. 


The subjects other than the tariff, such 
as border immigration, fishing in the great 
lakes, etc., are not of an imperial charac- 
ter and concern only ‘the United States 
and Canada. In these, it ‘s said, Great 
Britain has no interest whatever, except 
to see them settled on terms satisfactory 
to Canada. The lake fisheries have veen 
@ prolific source of trouble. [t is claimed 
the fish of the lakes, particuiarly white 
fish, are being exterminated by the iax 
laws of some of the states bordering on the 
lakes. The destruction of the fish is said 
to be analogous to the destruction of the 
seals in Bering sea, and one of the rub- 
jects which Canada would urge before the 
commission would be the protection of the 
fisheries of the lakes. 

Professor D’Arcy Thompson, the British 
seal expert, having concluded his labors 
here, left today for Toronto, intending to 
reach New York in time to take the Lu- 
cania for Liverpool later in the week. His 
trip to Canada is personal and has no con- 
nection wth pending Bering sea negotia- 
tions. Professor Thompson expresses }:‘m- 
self as well pleased with the recent neet- 
ing of experts and with the results arriv- 
ed at. 

Since the expert agreement was reached 
a protocol has been signed by Mr. Ham- 
lin, chairman of the expert meeting, and 
by the secretaries, Mr. Venning, ih behalf 
of Canada and Mr. Clark in behalf of the 
United States. This protocol sets forth 
the circumstances under which the meet- 
ing was hed, with the minutes of the 
proceed'ngs and to some extent aids in 
the interpretation of the agreement by 
showing all the circumstances leading up 
to it. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote,. the British am- 
Lassador, has been confined to his room 
the last two weeks with a return of his 
old ailment of rheumatism. It prevented 
his attendance at the Bering sea meet‘ngs, 
and in this and all other affairs of the «m- 
bassy, Mr. Adam, first secretary, has 
been in charge. In the meantime such 
questions as reciprocity with the British 
West Indies, the general arbitration trea- 
ty, ete., have been in abeyance, but they 
are likely to comé up for discussion with 
the authorities here as soon as Sir Julian 
is fully recovered.

Owing to the pleading of h‘'s wife, who 
had become reconciled to her caughter, 
General Ordway finally consented to the 
return of the prodigal and a reunion of 
the family in Washington was srranged. 

General Ordway’s deathis attributed by 
the attending physician to jaundice and 
pleurisy, which developed from a cold con- 
tracted in Paris. 

Brevet Brigadier General Albert Ordway, 
who was born in 1843, served with credit 
and gallantry throughout the c'vil war, 
the greater portion of his time with h:s 
regiment, the Twenty-fourth Massacnu- 
setts infantry. An act of personal gal- 
lantry at Newberne, N. C., was followed 
by his appointment as adjutant of the rmsg- 
‘ment. He remained in North Carol na un- 
tii June, 1863, later served ‘tn the army 
ef the Potomac, then in Florida and 
through the campaign of 1864-5 in the army 
of the James. After the occupation of 
Richmond he was appointed provost marsnh- 
al of Virginia, where, through a port'on of 
the troublous reconstruction times, he d'- 
rected the delicate duties of his positiog 
with much skill and tact, 

For gallantry at various times and be- 
cause of his ability he had been successive- 
ly promoted un‘il, when slightly over twen- 
ty-two years cf age, he was made brevet 
brigadier general, being the youngest ( ffi- 
cer in the service to receive that gra-:ie. 
His regiment and himself were retained in 
the service until] February, 1866, and was 
ihe last volunteer troop mustered out in tne 
state. After being mustered out, General 
Ordway went into business at Ri *hmond 
end about ten years later removed to 
Washington, where, as commanding off - 
cer of the National Guard for a number 
of years, he brcught that organization up 
to a high standard. 


TRIALS LARGELY ATTENDED. 


Policemen Who Mobbed Arroyo Will 
Know Their Fate Today. 

Mexico City, November 21.—The trial of 
the policemen and officidls of police who 
took an active part in the Killing of Ar- 
royo, the would-be assassin of President 
Diaz, draws to a close and the verdict is 
expected tomorrow. Great crowds have at- 
tended and it has been difficult to pre- 


vent the packing of the courtroom in the. 


palace of justice to overflowing. 

Members of all grades of society nave 
been present and perfect order has prevail- 
ed. The accused realize the seriousness of 
their position and the prisoners’ van is 
called when they are taken from the court, 
showing the strength of the public feel- 
ing against them. 

Last night the prisoners were kept in the 
palace of justice, so great were the crowds 
in the street awaiting the appearance of 
the van. The prisoners are well guarded 
and a mob cannot get them. 

One of the attorneys for the Aefense told 
the jury that the case was attracting the 
attention of the civilized world, and *that 
the reports were gong by the Associated 
Press all oVer the globe. 

Prosecuting Attorney Azppe, a2 young 
man who has won a brilliant triumph in 
this case and who, with admirable selif- 
possession, has restrained from replying 
to the innuendos of the oppos!ng counsei, 
made one of the most remarkable argu- 
ments in the history of the Mexican bar. 

The case goes to the jury in the morn- 
ing and it is expected that they will take 
ten hours to arrive at a verdict. Popular 
belief is that most of the eleven men for 
whom the public prosecutor usks capital 
sentence will be condemned and shot. 

No case has ever attracted more atten- 
ticn here and the trial has been eminently 
fair, the prisoners be'ng allowed every 
opportunity to prove the extenuatiny cir- 
cumstance. ‘ 


FIXED BAYONETS AGAINST MOB. 


Rival Factions in Austria Have Blooiy 
Encounter, 

Vienna, November 21.—The hostility be- 
tween the Christian socialists and the gso- 
cial democrats, which exists in all parts of 
Austria and frequently leads to sharp col- 
lisions between the rival partisans, has 
resulted ir. serious ricting at Gratz, the 
seat of important cotton and wvoaelen man- 
ufectories. 

While the Christian socialists vere hold- 
ing a meeting there today the social demo- 
crats forced their way in. broke up the 
meeting and pelted the Christian social- 
ists with beer glasses. Some of the in- 
vaders threw chairs and several of the 
Christian socialists were badly rurt. The 
hall and the disturbances were continued 
promoters of the meeting rushed from the 
on the street outside. 

The police and military were summoned, 
but were stoned by the rioters. 

They then charged the mob with fixed 
bayonets, killing one person and wounding 
many. Ten of the ringleaders have been 
arrested. Five policemen were badly hurt 
during the rioting. 

Stringent measures have been taken to 
prevent a recurrence of the disorders. 


REVOLT IN THE ENGLISH ARMY. 


Mutineers Succeed in Killing Many 
Officers and Soldiers. 


Zanzibar, East Africa, November 21.— 
Particulars have reached here of a revolt 
among the Soudan troops in Major Mac- 
Donald’s expedition in the lake country, 
south of the equatorial provinces. 

It appears the expedition was advanc- 
ing into the interior from the Uganda 
country for a point as tao which informa- 
tion is wanting. On October 19th last the 
mutineers, assisted by 150 Mohammedan 
tribesmen, attacked the camp at Usoga. 

In the fierce fighting that followed Lieu- 
tenant Fielding, Major Thurston, Engineer 
Scott, Civ'l Officer Wilton and fifteen sal- 
ders were killed. The wounded rutmpber- 
ed thirty, including Captain McPherson 
and Chief of Civil Officers Jackson. 

The mutineers were finally defeated, af- 
ter losing one hundred killed and wounded. 

Major MacDonald has been joined by the 
Usoga native army and it is ped he 
will be able to quell the mutiny in a few 
weeks. A detachment of Indiin troops 
from Mombasa w'll start immediately to 
re-enforce Major MacDonald.

WANTS LARGE ARMY 


First Annaal Report by Head of War 
Department Completed. 


Be Revived, Says the Paper.

HE RECOMMEW:S ADJITIONAL CADETS 


General Wants a Large Force Sent to 
Alaska and More Pay for 
the Men. 


Washington. November 21.—In his first 
annual report Secretary Alger makes 
many recommendations for the betterment 
of the administration of the war depart- 
ment, based upon the conclusions of his 
suLordinate officers. He asks favorable con- 
sideration for the proposition to add two 
regiments to the artillery branch, pointing 
to the valuable fortifications now being 
erected, which he says should not be man- 
ned by a corporal’s guard. 

He says of Alaska that as many as 100,000 
people will be gathered there next year, 
and a military force should be sent to the 
territory and large emergency powers 
should be granted to the president to re- 
press lawlessness. Probably the creation 
of additional military reservations, like 
that of St. Michaels, may be the best 
means to meet the problem. A boat for the 
patrol of the Yukon is also asked for, as 
well as increased pay for the enlisted men 
serving in Alaska. 

Secretary Alger recommends the revival 
of the grade of lieutenant general, saying 
all the great nations give their officers 
much higher ranks than does the United 
States. 

He indorses the recommendation of the 
Superinterdent of the military academy 
that the number of students at West Point 
be increased by allowing each senator to 
nominate a cadet. As an alternative, he 
suggests that the president be authorized 
to appoint ten cadets at large each year. 

Favorable comment is made upon the 
work of the military colleges of the coun- 
try, but it is suggested that the law he 
amended so as to authorize details of army 
Officers only to such colleges as have at 
least 150 pupils actually present. 

Attention is called to the need of a proper 
system of criminal jurisdiction over mill- 
tary reservations and of a hall of records 
for the storage of official papers. 

The estimate for army transportation is 
increased by $100,000 to provide means for 
moving heavy ordnance. 

To provide for the new posts needed on 
the seacoasts an estimate of $2,000,000 is 
submitted. 

Veterans Now Admitted. 

Until recently the

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night Senor Canalejas exchanged 
views with the autonomists.

Man Shot by Sharpton Was Very Low 
Yesterday. 


CONDITION GREW 


Rallied in the Afternoon ani Seem 
Some Better. 


MRS. SHARPTON WOULD NOT TALK 
She Visited Her Husband, but Would 
Not Answer the Questions of 
Newspaper Men. 


Will Sharpton may yet be tried on the | 


charge of murder. Yesterday the victim of 
his anger, Ralph Gibson, began to sink 
rapidly, and several times it was thought 
that he was dying. He continued to sink 
during the day, until 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, when he rallied som2vwitut. 

Late last night his condition was un- 
changed, but the physicians are siill with 
him, and are doing everything p-r:'ble, to 
save his life. Henry Joiner, wh> wove acci- 
dentally shot by Sharpton, is doing Very 
well, and the physicians have strong hopes 
for his recovery. 

Neither of the two tnen are allowed to 
talk of the affair, it beiig decrmmed best by 
the physicians attending them to keer 
them free from all excitement. It is levrn- 
ed, however, tliat Gibson denies tlat he 
was too much in the company of Mrs. 
Sharpton. He has said that he is the vic- 
time of Sharpton’s jealousy, and is per- 
fectly innocent of any intention to do 
wrong. 

Will Sharpton remains firm in his- first 
statement. He says that he reyeatedly 
warned Gibson to keep away’ trom Mrs. 
Sharpton, as he did not think him a fit 
man to be seen on ine streets wiih his 
wife. Sharpton says that Mrs. Sh.'pton 
tried on geveral or:asions to free nerself 
from the attentions of Gibsou1, but that ihe 
man was not to be shaken off, and ccn- 
tinued to press his company tp..a ner. 


Had Her Discharged. 


He said that the day he went to the 
manager of the Exposition Mills and askeil 
him to discharge his wife, “tibsen celled 
him and asked what he meant by having 
his own wife discharged. 
he replied that it was none of G'Ison’s 
bus'ness, and in the pres: ice cf witnesses 
told him furthermore what ne ‘lid not wish 
him to speak to either him or his wife 
again. 

Gibson, according ‘to the statement of 
Sharpton, attempte@ to get his uand into 
his pocket, when Sharpton drew a ristol and 
covered him with it. "This ended this con- 
troversy, but the affair was hy ..o means 
settled. Sharpton claims that Gibson was 
following him on the day uf the’ shooting, 
and even came to his side «f the city, 
which is near East End. 

When asked why ibe had Mrs. Shrrpton 
discharged the man repiied that he wented 
to speak to her concerning seve «41 matters, 
the principal one of which was relat.ve to 
her acquaintance with ibs... 

“You know she is boarding with Mrs. Da- 
venport, near the corner of Bellwood aven- 
ue and Ashby street,’’ said Sharpton, 
“while I was living in East End. I had 
moved her over intending to follow in a 
few days. I had not had a chance +o speak 
to her, and as I wanted a talk with her, I 
had her discharged.’’ 

It Was Jealousy. 

There is no doubt but what Sharpton is 
violently jealous of his wife. Tt is said 
that he dislikes to have anyone but himself 
seen with her, and for this reason became 
wild with anger when he heard that she 
was going with Gibson, and when he saw 
them together himself. 

Mrs. Sharpton is a very pretty little wo- 
man of perhaps twenty-three or twenty- 
five years of age, and is well liked by a!) 
who know her. She is considered the belle 
of her neighborhood. She is at present at 
the home of Mrs. Davenport, with whom 
she is boarding, and she will probably re- 
main there for the time being. She will 
Stand by her husband in the triai, which 
will follow as a result of the shooting, and 
is already arranging to secure the services 
of an attorney to present his side of the 
affair to the court. 

She Was in Hiding. 

Mrs. Sharpton did not leave the c!ty as 
was thought by many. An effort was made 
to find her on the night of the shooting, 
but her whereabouts could not be learned. 
Yesterday morning she made her appear- 
ance at the boarding house of Mrs. Daven- 
port, but she absolutely refused to answer 
any and all questions in regard to the 
shooting, except to say that she had stopped 
at the home of a friend in the city dur- 
ing the night, as she did not wish to be 
bothered by the questions, which she knew 
would be asked her. 

She came to the police barracks during 
the day to bring food and clothing to her 
husband, but again she refused to give 
her version of the affair, simply stating 
that she had nothing to say about the mat- 
ter. Neither did she say anything of im- 
portance to Sharpton, for several officers 
and a representative of The Constitution 
were present during the interview, and the 
talk was only on general. matters. 

Once during the talk an effort was made 
by Sharp‘on to say something to his wife 
in a whisper, but this was frustrated by 
the officers, who told the man that if he 
had anything to say he must speak out 
so that all could hear him. With this he 
refused to say anything further, and the 
interview closed. 

No Warrant Yet. 

No warrant of any kind will be sworn 
out against Sharpton for a few days, as 
it is deemed advisable to wait for devel- 
opments before bringing the matter into 
the courts. Should Gibson die the charge 
will be murder, but should he live’ it is 
probably that the two warrants will be 
sworn out charging Sharpton with assault 
with intent to murder. 

One will be for the shooting of Gibson and 
the other for the shooting of Joiner, who 
is not seriously injured. ‘The trial is being 
looked to with much Interest and it is 
thought that the evidence brought out will 
be unusually interesting and sensational. 
Sharpton says that he is sorry he shot 
Joiner, but this does not relieve him of the 
trial for his deed.

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OF HIS INJURIES 


Boston Man Passed Away at the Hospital 


This Morning. 


HE WAS INJURED BY A FALL 


Was Operated Upon, but Continued To 
Sink Rapidly. sac. 


OCCURRED 


It Was Thought That He Was Taking 
a Midnight Walk and That He 
Fell Accidentally. 


HOW THE ACCIDENT 


Mr. H. Wiswall, ‘the Boston capitalist 
who was injured by a fall last week, 
died at the Grady hospital this morning 
shortly after 12 o’clock. 

His body will be prepared for burial and 
‘will be sent to his home in’ Boston on 
the noon vestibule today. 

The trepanning of the skull of Mr. Wis- 
wall resulted for a time in his improve- 
ment, but yesterday he began to sink, 
and early this morning he passed away. 

Pale and wasted he laid on his bed in 
the hospital yesterday sinking rapidly all 
the time while the physicians and nurses 
stood around him doing everything possi- 
ble to save his life. Mr. Wiswall never 
recovered his mind sufficiently to give an 
account of the accident which 
ended his life. All that is known "by the 
physicians at the hospital is what was 
told the morning after the finding of Wis- 
wall as he lay in an unconscious condition 
at the scene of the accident. 

H. Wiswall was from Boston, where he 
was engaged in business and was very well 
known. He was interested in 1 cotton mill 
at West Point, Ga, and frequently made 
visits to this section of the country in or- 
der to overlook his interests. It was one 
of these periodical visits that brought him 
to Georgia some wceks ago. 

He registered at the Aragon, where he 
was well known, having stopped there 
many times before. Several nights 
ago he started for a walk over 
the heart of the city. He came 
down Peachtree street as far as 
the Grand building, and evidently intend- 
ed stepping into Fetter’s drug store. He 
turned when reaching the first light, but 
the window is there instead of the door, 
and he, it is thought, fell down the base- 


ment steps to the building, after missing — 


his footing. 

He was not found until the following 
day, when he was taken to the hospital 
and given all the care possible. It was 
thought by the physicians that an opera- 
tion would benefit him, and, accordingly, 
arrangements were made. to trepan his 
skull. This was done because the skull 
had been fractured and was press. ng 
agairst the brain of the man. 

The operation did benefit the patient. He 
rallied, and for a time it was thought that 
he would recover. Saturday night, how- 
ever, he began to sink, and his condition 
gradually grew more alarming. Mr. Wis- 
wall had a few friends in Atlanta, but 
was never able to recognize them.

The anaconda was imported by the man- 
agement and arrived from New York yes- 
terday in a box six feet lopg, which was 
thought to be secure. The x was placed 
in a corner of the curio hall. The 
was also shipped from New York yester- 
day. He was tied to a feed box in the 
curio hall. Samuel Mosher is the watchman 
in the hall. This morning he was in the 
cellar with the other attendants engaged 
in sorting out lumber for an exhibition 
platform to be constructed in the course 
of the day. The manager sent him on an 
errand to the curio hall. He stayed a long 
while, but no notice was taken of th‘s until 
wild shrieks from the trick pony and other 
sounds of commotion in the curio hall 
caused the attendants in the cellar to drup 
theie Jumber ard hasten to the scsne. The 
spectacle that met them when they reach- 
ed the upper floor terrified them fur a mo- 
ment. Watchman Mosher was stretcoed 
on the floor unconscious, and not far away 
from him the handsome trick pony buce- 
phalus was wound in the cotls of the ser- 
pent. Blocd was cozing from the pony’s 
nestrils and every vestige of life was 
gyueezed out of him. 

atchman Mosher was dragged to a 
place of safety, and a hasty examination 
showed that he was not dead. He was hur- 
ried to the Hahnemann hospital, where the 
physicians found two ribs fractured. It is 
not known whether he has any other se- 
ricus injuries beyond shock from fright. 

‘At: the hospital Mosher revived and told 
the story of the encounter, of which he 
was the only witness. He said on reaching 
the ecdrfo hall he was startled by -finding 
about six feet of the anaconda’s length 
out on the floor. A board became lioose, 
and through this the captive began slow- 
ly té work his way to liberty.

Wednesday morning. 

From present indications the conference 
will be one of the best in the history of 
the church. Fully four hundred delegates, 
representing almost every church in north- 
ern Georgia, will be present. Bishop C. B. 
Galloway, of Mississippi, will preside, afid 
the programme is replete with many elo- 
quent and forceful addresses. Some of the 
most prominent Methodist ministers from 
the south will be present. 

There is much speculation among Atlanta 
pastors and among Atlanta congregations 
as to the probable changes that will be 
made. No one knows now whether the 
different ministers will be kept at their 
old charges or given new ones. The minis- 
ters do not know themselves, as the bish- 
op and the presiding elders announce the 
changes the last day of the conference. 
without giving any intimation beforehand 
of the result. 

It is probable that Dr. Walker Lewis 
may be retained as pastor of the First 
Methodist church in this city. He has been 
at this charge only since Dr. Hopkins re- 
signed last April, and as the congregation 
would like to have him remain, it is prob- 
able the bishop will order him to stay. 

The rule is that no minister shall remain 
at one church longer than four years. The 
bishop may order a change wherever he 
deems it advisable, however, irrespective 
of time. 

Dr. Robins may be removed from his 
charge in West End. He has been there 
some time now, and although his congre- 
gation will make assiduous efforts to keep 
him, yet it is thought he will be transfer- 
red to another field. There may also be 
other changes in other Atlanta Methodist 
pulpits. , 

It is probable that several sensational 
hearings may come up before the con- 
ference. Among these will be that of Rev. 
Toombs DuBose, whose case has excited 
a good deal of comment. Rev. DuBose, it 
is claimed, was given a very small charge 
some time ago, which he refused to ac- 
cept. He applied for the church at Mil- 
iedgeville, ‘but this was denied him by the 
presiding e‘der. 

Among the prominent visitors will be Dr. 
H. C. Morrison, who was pastor of the 
First Methodist church in Atlanta for four 
years, and is one of the ablest ministers 
who ever filled an Atlanta pulpit. Dr. Mor- 
rison now occupies the responsible posi- 
tion of missionary secretary, and he will 
have charge of the missionary work of the 
conference. He has done a wonderful work 
for this branch of the church since he has 
been, laboring in thts fleld, as its evidenced 
by the fact that he has been instrumental 
in eliminating almost the entire debt. 

An effort will be made to divide the con- 
ference, which is greatly crowded, and is 
one of the largest in the south. There will 
be about sixty or seventy-five applications 
for admission from young ministers, and 
the examinations will be held Tuesday, 
but it is probable the bishop will recom- 
mend that most of the applicants go to 
some other conference where preachers are 
badly needed. 
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METHODIST CONGRESS MEETS. 


Pittsburg Will Entertain Eminent Di- 


vines This Week. 

Pittsburg, Pa., November 21.—Pittsburg 
has, perhaps, never been the scene of a 
more notable religious gathering than the 
Methodist Episcopal church congress, 
which began a session at Christ church this 
morning. In inception, purpose and treat- 
ment it is unique In ecclesiastical annals 
and marks an epoch in religious history. 
The call fer the congress, which was sign- 
ed by Bishops Vincent, Ninde and Fitzger- 
ald and many prominent Methodist edu- 
cators, says: 

‘The congress does not propose to invite 
or favor destructive criticism of existing 
institutions, but simply to bring out from 
persons presenting differeat phases of in- 
tellectual activity, a frank expression as 
to whether the church can meet any more 
fully than it does the demands of our 
times: and if so, wherein its activities may 
be modified or directed to advantage. The 
congress will not concern itself with ques- 
tions of church policy, but with issues 
bearing upon the relation of the church to 
the thought and life of the people as affect- 
ed by current scientific and literary teach- 
ings. The congress will aim to secure an 
adeauate presentation of the tendencies 
of current scientific and literary teachings, 
and also suggestions as to the hest service 
to be tendered by the church+rin interpret- 
ing those tendencics for the spiritual and 
untellectual advantage of its followers.”’ 

The list of speakers who will attend the 
congress includes the names of many of 
the brightest men in the denomination, and 
the theories announced for discuss‘on are 
such that will doubtless prove attractive 
to all thinkers without regard to their de- 
nominational affiliation. Delegates from 
all parts of the country will be present 
during the week. 

The inaugural session wags auspicious and 
evinced the popular favor-with which the 
movement has been received. 

Bishop John H. Vincent, of Chautauqua 
fame, will preside over the congress.

DELPEY FIRST WENT BLIND 


Afterwards He Lost His Mind as Well 
as His Eyes. 


HE NOW RAVES LIKE A MADMAN 


Writ of Lunacy Will Be Taken Out and 
the Unfortunate Man Taken ~ 
to Asylum. 


Jesse Delpey, a white man about forty 
years of age, was hit on the head by fall- 
ing bricks several months are and now he 
is in the policé barracks, a raving luna- 
tic, as the result. He was brought in by 
reqvest of kis family by Patrolman Hol- 
lingsworth and Call Officer T. W. Ivy yes- 
terday afternoon, and he was immedi.itely 
put into a eell and given opiates, *which 
quieted him somewhat. 

A writ of lunacy will be sworn out for 
him probably today before the ordinary 
and the man vill be sent to the asylum 
as soon as possible.- His is not a hopeless 
case, a tumor on the brain having form- 
ed and being the cause of his demenred 
condition. 

Jesse Delpey was employed at the new 
waterworks for some time before the ac- 
cident and was regarded as a good work- 
er. One day he was engaged in work near 
the big engine, uot heeding the work 
that was being done by a fellow laborer 
just over his head, A 

This second man was engaged in cut- 
ting a hole through one of the walls, and 
it so happened that he was directly above 
Delpey. An extra punch at the wall with 
a crowbar brought several bricks down 
and they fell on the head of Delpey. He 
was unconscious when picked up, but it 
was not thought that he had been seriously 
injured. 

He was put under the care of a pnysi- 
cian, but as the man began to grow better 
it was discovered h‘s mind was affected. 
He soon grew better of this, however, 
but then a second trouble made itself ap- 
parent. His eyesight began to fail and 
despite the attention of the physicians his 
sight became dimmer and dimmer until 
he was entirely blind. 

Delpey is still blind and littlé hope is 
entertained for the recovery of his Sight. 
After losing his sight the man’s mind 
again became affected and he grew grad- 
ually worse. His family nursed him and 
did all in their power to arrest the growing 
of the affliction, but their efforts proved 
futile and Delpey’s mind became weaker. 

Soon he became violent, but it was Cce- 
cided to keep him at home flor a day or 
two longer in the hope that he would im- 
prove. He did not, however, and yester- 
day morning the police barracks was tele- 
phoned. Officers were at once sent to his 
home and the man was brought to the 
barracks, where he was given a cell and 
put under the influence of opiates. 

Last night several members of his fam- 
ily came to the barracks in order to ascer- 
tain whether or not it would be possible 
to take the man to the Grady hospital. 
but after an investigation, it was found 
that the hospital authorities did not take 
such cases. 

He was herefore kept a‘ the barracks al} 
night. but his brother remained near him 
in order to be present in case necessity 
should arise for his presence. Delpey !s 
well known in the city, he having resided 
here for a number of vears. If the tumor 
on his brain can be cured, and with time 
and attention it should be, the man will 
recover. This attention will be given nim 
at the asylum. and the family has decided 
that that is the best place for him. 


A JAPANESE WOMAN WRITER. 


One of the Literary Products of the 
Flowery Kingdom. 
From The Chicago Times-Herald. 

Kitishima Kata Hasche is the real or 
family name of the clever Japanese girl 
who is living in Chicago at present and 
winning fame by writing for the magazines 
and newspapers of Chicago and the east 
under the pen name of Otano Watanna, 
while more dollars come from her work as 
stenographer. Miss Hasche, or, as she pre- 
fers to be called, Miss Watanna—the two 
names meaning the same thing, but be- 
longing to different Japanese dialects—al- 
though scarcely past her twenty-first 
birthday, has seen more of life and expe- 
rience than the average woman of twice 
her age. The realism which makes her 
fiction so true to life and so keenly inter- 
esting is based on a knowledge of life and 
the world which has been acquired in the 
most practical way. 

Born in Yokohoma, Japan, she was taken 
by her parents, and in company with the 
three brothers and nine sisters who shared 
with her their care and supervision, to 
Liverpool, England, and from thence. to 
Manchester, before she was eight years 
of age. The journey from Japan to Eng- 
land was made by sailing vessels, and oc- 
cupied an entire year. 

From Manchester the family emigrated 
to Canada, settling in Montreal, and it 
was in this city that Miss Watanna re- 
ceived most of her education. Shortly after 
‘erttertag her teens she taught herseif 
shortr.and, totally umaided except by a 
book on the Pitman system of shorthand, 
ané she left Montreal when only sixteen, 
to go to the West Indies as court reporter 
and correspondent for The News Letter of 
Kingston, Jamaica. While filling this po- 
sition she was the only woman allowed to 
be present at the sessions of the British 
parliament, and her reports, differing from 
those of ‘ther fellow workers in that they 
were unofficial, were witty and sarcastic 
enough to call gencral attention to their 
writer. 

A severe attack of yellow fever, with its 
consequent weakening of tne entire fys- 
tem. made necessary he return to New 
York, and Miss Watanna’s ol - s'ster 
now occupies her former pdsition in Ja- 
maica. Another sister, also a writer, is 
married to one of the best krown philo- 
sophical and scientific writers «f America. 

After remaining in New York for sume 
months Miss Watanna came to Chicago. 
Here she made the acquaintiace of Miss 
Florence King, the woman lawyer, who 
possesses the distinction of being the only 
representative of her sex to be registered 
at the United States patent office, and by 
Mise King was set afloat in the husiness 
and literary circles of Chicago. At pres- 
ent the Japanese writer is busily occup’ed 
with stenographic work during a portion 
of every day, the remainder of her time, 
including many midnight hours, she de- 
votes to the writing of short stories and 


poems. 

Some-of these stories, nearly all of which 
deal with Japanese life and customs. and 
which are peculiarly fresh and unhack- 
neyed in treatment, have been recently 
accepted by the editors of Munsey’s M2¢- 
azine The Ladies’ Home Journal, The 
Black Cat and The Iroquois Magazine. The 
Metropolitan Magazine was the first ito 
bring ont. a bit of the Japanese writer's 
work, and sbe har also contributed to 
oo of the leading newspapers in ea:tern 
cities.

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The Adulteration of Flour. 

The analysis of Professor John M. Mc- 
Candless made at the request of Dr. wW. 
le. Alexander shows that the corn flour 
| used to spike wheat flour is harmless. 
Jt may be that the same can be said of 
the offal of the glucose factory, which 
is made into_starch and then injected 
into the flour of commerce, At the same 
time, corn flour is not wheat flour, nor 
is glucose starch what the consumer 
asks for when he purchases wheat flour. 

Starch is also more indigestible than 
flour unless it is cooked longer. All 
cooks know that starch to be made edi- 
‘ble and digestible must be cooked twice 
as long as wheat flour. In making so 
simple a dessert as starch pudding, the 
atarch must be boiled before it is baked. 

All this, however, has nothing to do 
with the real matter at issue. The flour 
of commerce is adulterated, and even 
harmless adulteration is a fraud. We 


once knew a grocery keeper who claimed | 


to be a philanthropist because he put 
sand in the sugar he sold. He had 
heard that sand is good for some forms 
of dyspepsia, and he took great pains, 
as he said, to get the whitest and best 
grades of sand. 

Now sand in sugar is practically 
harmless. Many persons, feeling that 
they must eat their proverbial peck of 
dirt, would probably rather take it in 
the form of dry, clean sand. But sand 
in sugar is an adulteration, and corn 
flour or glucose’ starch injected into 
wheat flour is an adulteration, a swin- 
die and a fraud. 

It should be borne in mind, however, 
that the wholesale dealers and retailers 

,are not responsible for this swindle. We 
‘doubt if they knew it was going on until 
-, Professor (McCandless made his analy- 
‘ 'sis and The Constitution printed the cir- 
cular of the Glucose Sugar Refining Com- 
_pany, of Chicago. The manufacturers of 
the flour are responsible for the swin- 
die, and they go into it for the purpose 
of making from 15 to 30 cents extra 
l'on a barrel of flour. Think of that! 
The price list of the Glucose Sugar Re- 
|fining Company, of Chicago, shows that 
| powdered eorn starch in bags is worth 
$1.38 a hundred pounds; in barrels, $1.43. 
. Pearl corn starch in bags is worth $1.33 
‘a hundred pounds; in barrels, $1.38. It 
‘will be seen from this that it costs very 
little to spike flour with 15 per cent of 
this stuff, which is indigestible when 
cooked in biscuits or bread. 3 

We are not making any crusade 
on this line, but have made it conven- 
lent, in connection with some reminis- 
cences of old-time methods and old-fash- 
foned cooking, to show why there are so 
many sallow faces and sour-minded dys- 
peptics to be found among the younger 
generation. If the legislature can find 
a remedy for food adulteration, we think 
its time would be better employed in 
that business than in attempting to de- 
stroy the usefulness of the state univer- 
sity. 

The Anthracite Coal Industry. 

Most of the anthracite coal produced 
In Bhe United States comes from the 
| hefd-waters of the Susquehanna, Lehigh 
a Schuylkill rivers in the state of 
‘Pénnsylvania. From the latest official 

bulletin issued by the national depart- 


- -.ment of labor several interesting facts 


‘in regard to the anthracite coal interests 
of the country may be obtained. 

Originally, the anthracite deposits of 
Pennsylvania were all embraced within 
the area of one vast coal bed; but on ac- 
count of subsequent geological upheav- 
als these deposits are now divided into 
three distinct coal fields, known in trade 
circles as the Southern or Schuylkill 
field, the Middle or Lehigh field and the 
Northern or Wyoming field. At the 
time of the last annual census there were 

'143,610 miners employed in these vari- 
‘ous coal fields, and the amount of coal 
produced aggregated 45,000,000 long tons, 
or nearly one-third of the total coal pro- 
duct of fhe United States. 

Although coal was known to exist ip 
the state of Pennsylvania as far back 
es 1768, it was not until some three-quar- 
ters of a century ago that the present 
anthracite coal industry took its begin- 
ning. 

Various reasons explain the failure of 
Pennsylvania to develop her coal inter- 
ests earlier. Among these may be men- 
tioned the comparative abundance of 
wood for fuel, easy communication with 
English and Virginia mines and the Jack 
of convenient facilities for transporta- 
tion. The first successful effort to de- 
velop the‘coal interests of the state dates 


. from 1820. at which time the Lehigh 


mines were opened. With the introduc. 
tion of the locomotive engine durine 
the second decade after the formai 


opening of the Lehigh mines industrial 


development of all kinds took on fresh 
energy, and numerous coal mines in the 
state became tributary to commerce, 

To show the rapid progress of the an- 
thracite coal industry during the past 
few decades it is necessary to cite fig- 
ures. In 1850 the amount of anthracite 
coal produced in Pennsylvania reached 
3,358,899 tons; in 1860, 8,513,123 tons; in 
1870, 16,183,191 tons; in 1880, 23,437,242 
tons; in 1890, 35,855,173 tons, and in 1895, 
46,511,477 tons. 

Our southern coal deposits are for the 
most part bituminous, but this fact does 
not restrict the interest which attaches 
to the anthracite coal industry. On the 
contrary, it rather intensifieg it. 

Within the last few years deposits of 
anthracite coal have been found in West 
Virginia, Tennessee, Alabama and other 
southern states, and there is} good rea- 
son to believe that when our mineral 
resources are fully developed anthra- 
cite coal will be mined in large quanti- 
ties in the south. As yet, the enormous 
wealth of our soil has barely commenced 
to unfold itself. 


—— 


A Southern Armor Plant. 

If the advice of such candid industrial 
magazines as The New York Stove ana 
Hardware Reporter is taken, congress 
may yet be prevailed upon to establish 
a government armor plant in the south. 
Says this enterprising periodical: 

The location of a government armor- 
plate plant in the south would only be a 
righteous recognition of the southern states’ 
claim to some of the many favors that have 
heretofore been so lavishly thrown around 
in the north. The pronounced excellence 
of Alabama iron has been proven over and 
over again, and the government armor- 
plate board could hardly do better than lo- 
cate the projected plant in the south. 

There can be no doubt of the fact 
that our southern iron ore is capable of 
producing the finest quality of steel 
made, and our national lawmakers could 
take no wiser step than to establish a 
government armor-plate plant in this 
section. 


A Consular Departure. 

The bonnet of the female office-holder 
has at length invaded the diplomatic 
service of the government. This unique 
innovation grows out of the recent ap- 
pointment by the state department of 
Miss Emma Hart to be acting consular. 
agent at Edmondston, N. B., for two 
weeks during the absence of the regular 
incumbent. 

Of course this appointment is tempora- 
ry and provisional; but it may neverthe- 
less constitute the entering wedge of 
consular reform along the lines which 
the new woman has marked out for her- 
self in politics. In making this appoint- 
ment the government has established a 
distinct precedent, and if the lady in 
question gives satisfaction it is more 
than likely that this appointinent may 
result in others, and that what is new 
temporary may become permanent. 

But whether this possibility is real- 
ized or not the fact that, in appointing 
Miss Emma Hart to office in the diplo- 
matic service, the government makes its 
first departure in this line, is neverthe- 
less interesting. 


—_—-— 
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Nine Months of McKinleyism. 

The recent elections in the west, where 
all the political symptoms are import- 
ant as having a bearing on future cam- 
paigns, show two things very conclu- 
sively. One is that the bolting element 
which paraded under the name of “na- 
tional democracy,” has become too fee- 
ble to survive until another campaign. 
The other is that the middle-of-the-roaa 
populists @re decreasing in numbers al- 
most as rapidly as the bolters. 

Both tendencies are natural, inevit- 
able indeed, and they move along with 
another tendency, which may be de- 
scribed as the drift of disgruntled and 
dissatisfied republicans toward the dem- 
ocratic party on account of the renewea 
allegiance of that party to its old-time 
principles, as well as on account of the 
failure of the republican party to ful- 
fill its pre-election promises. 

A very good illustration, bearing di- 
rectly on the gradual drift toward de- 
mocracy, is given in a story current in 
this‘ neighborhood. It seems that a 
young man, who has been deeply im- 
mersed in scientific studies, or what pass 
for such, recently remarked to an ac- 
quaintance that it was one of the funda- 
mental laws of science that no two things 
can be exactly alike—somewhere and 
somehow there must be a difference. 
“But I know two things that are exactly 
alike in every particular,” remarked the 
acquaintance. ‘“‘Impossible!” protested 
the scientist. “Why, you'll admit it 
yourself,” responded the acquaintance, 
“What are they?” inquired the scien- 
tist. “Cleveland adversity and McKin- 
ley prosperity.” 

The demonstration was as perfect as 
it was unexpected. There is no point. 
of difference whatever between Cleve- 
land adversity and McKinley prosperi- 
ty, and the student of science migitt 
have scored a point if he had said that 
they were not two things at all, but one 
and the same thing. Now, the people 
perceive these facts very plainly, and, 
just as they struck at Clevelandism in 
1896, so they will strike at McKinley- 
ism in 1900. 

Not one single pledge of prosperity 
made by the republicans has been ful- 
filled. We may take the first, or we 
may take the latest—the result is the 
same. ‘The latest of which we have any 
sure record was ‘Mr. McKinley’s declara- 
tion on the 4th of March last that the 
treasury was to have sufficient revenue 
“without delay, hindrance, or postpone- 
ment.” The reason these words sound 
so fine ig because they are Mr. McKin- 
ley’s own. “Without delay, hindrance, 
or postponement”’—and yet the deficit 
in revenue for the fiscal year to date is 
$44,000,000! And it is hinted by some 
of the faithful that no true patriot need 
be disappointed if the deficit reaches 
$50,000,000 by the end of January—near- 
ly one year after the date of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s sonorous pledge that the republi- 
cans would provide’ sufficient revenue 
“without delay, hindrance, or postpone- 
ment.” 

But this is not all, nor even a begin- 
ning of the failure of the republican 
pledges to materialize. We were to 
have a revival of business as the: result 
of the Dingley tariff law, but the only 
sign of revival comes as the result of 
short crops of wheat abroad. Mr. Me- 
Kinley was to promote international bi- 
metallism. Instead of that he has demon- 
strated the futility of the scheme, for 
which he deserves the thanks of honest 
men every where.

From that discovery the manufic- 
ture progressed gradually until it attamed 
its present state of perfection. ay no 
one need be seen with eyelids s en in 
and wearing that totally blank express.on 
of countenance which is the inevitable ac- 
companiment of an absent eye. 

The popular idea is that the artificial 
eye is in the form of a sphere and com- 
pletely fills a cavity after the removal of 
the natural organ, In point of faci the 
glass eye has about the same shape 2s a 
portion of an eggshell cut off very close 
to the smaller end. ‘The sclerotic pars 

, or the white, of the glass eye is one- 
ostieth of an inch thick, whe tne cornea, 
Or the colored portion, is one-twentieth 
of an inch thick The use of the enamel 
g'ves a perfectly smooth surface, under 
which are made, in exact reproduction of 
the natural eye, the minute veins seen 
covering the white portioa. The corneu 
has a very slight elevation and in color 
can be made to Maich any orb. The edge 
of the glass is sometimes ground and used 
Without any further finish. Ground edges 
are liable to produce irritation. . 

The best glass eyes are those which have 
delicately enameled edges, presenting, even 
urder the microscope, no roughness cf sur- 
face in any part. .The most favorable 
condition for the use of a giass cye is 
that in which the organ still remains in 
tre socket, ulthough shrunken and de- 
stroyed for all purposes of sight. In the 
majority of cases the oculist tries upon 
the patient first an eye smaller than the 
size required to mate with the sound eye. 
This is especially necessary when the parts 
are still tender. In a short time this 
may be removed and a larger substituted 
until the required size is arrived at. If 
there be a sufficient portion of the natural 
organ remaining it is impossible to gis- 
tinguish the glass eye from its mate, 

The oe of a deformity is among 
the slightest of the advantages resu'ting 
from the use of the glass eye. If the or- 
gan be lost before the patient is fully 
grown an artificial one wil. prevent con- 
traction of the eyelids. Ii cbviates the 
discomfcrt and irritation pruauced bv the 
turning in of the lashes. It guards against 
the entrance of foreign bodies and prevenis 
the accumulation of tears in the orbit. 
Great care is required by any one wear- 
ing an artificial eye. It must be removed 
frequently and thoroughly cleansed and 
then dried with lint or soft cotton. If it 
is placed in cold water the change in tem- 
perature is very ap. to crack and roughen 
the enameled surface. After being worn 
some time, particularly if it be subj2cted 
to anything which approaches’ careless 
handling, the fine gloss: will disappear. 
The eye is liable to injure the outer skin 
of the lids, and either a new one must be 
procured or, when possible, the old one 
repolished. This latter may be often done 
at si'ght expense, and the eye be put in as 
good condition as when first purchased. 
The cost of an artificial eye varies trom 
$10 to $15. This may seem a high price, 
but it is rerdered necessary by the varicd 
and extens've stock the ocul'st ts: obliged 
to keep on hand. The number of variations 
produced by color, formation and cause of 
destruction to the eye is so great, even 
with thousands of glass eyes in stock, 't 
is often necessary to manufacture one ex- 
pressly to suit a patient’s needs.

~ INSURANCE NOTES. 


The New York Journal of Commerce says 
that before long the Tariff Association 
must reduce its rates and suggests a flat 
percentage reduction. The low loss ratio 
and the high rates in the metropolitan dis- 
trict have combined to give the companies 
large profits which have encouraged the or- 
ganization of a number of new companies 
which will make competition shorter.

New York’s Tariff Association is reported 
to be approaching dissolution. but there is 
good authority for refusing to believe the 
reports. : 


A proposition will be presented to the 
Kansas legislature this winter to allow the 
state to go into the insurance business. The 
plan is to have the state insure property 
at three-fourths its assessed value, the pre- 
miums to be collected the same as taxes. 

W. D. Deans was re-elected president. of 
the Kentucky and Tennessee Association. 
Mr. 8S. Y. Tupper is chairman of the com- 
mittee on president’s address. 

The insurance commissioner of Massa- 
chusetts has asked for the appointment of 
a receiver for the New England Live Stock 
Insurance Company of Boston. The com- 
pany is reported to have $9 assets and $8,000 
liabilities. It is the last live stock insur- 
ance concern in Massachusetts. 


The New York Life, the Mutual Life 
and the Equitable Life of New York, have 
agreed to calculate their reserves on a 
8% per cent interest earning basis. They 
have adopted new and uniform tables of 
life insurance premium rates, based on 
the American Table of Mortality at 3% per 
eent interest instead of 4 per cent, as at 
present and heretofore. 

It is intended that reserves on policies 
issued at the new rates shall be ‘computed 
upon the same basis, says The New York 
Journal of Commerce. This scheme has 
been in preparation for three months, dur- 
ing which time the actuaries have been 
hard at work on the intricate tables re- 
quired. The absence of President Richard 
A. McCurdy, of the Mutual Life, in Eu- 
rope, delayed the announcement, but it 
has been publicly made. 

From 1869 until 1884, the tables were made 
on an assumed interest rate of 4% per 
cent. Since 1884 the basis has been 4 per 
cent, but as all interest charges are com- 
ing down, the insurance companies rec- 
ognize the fact by reducing their interest 
earning basis. 

This necessitates a slight increase tn the 
premium, but on the other hand the guar- 
anteed paid up insurance at the end of the 
dividend period shall also be. increased. 

The increase in premiums from ages 
twenty-five to forty-fivé will average about 
80 cents per thousand dollars of insurance 
on ordinary life policies. The increase in 
guaranteed paid-up insurance will average 
about $45 per $1,000. This conservative ac- 
tion by these prominent companies will 
undoubtedly be followed: by others, and 
the whole tendency of the movement is to 
recognize that the interest earnings on the 
best class of securities must be reduced 
very much as compared with similar earn- 
ings during the past ten years. The divi- 
dend returns are, according to this ar- 
rangement, especially in matter of paid-up 
insurance, very likely to be largely in- 
creased, and will call fur the transfering 
of amounts heretofore credited as surplus 
to the reserve column. The movement is

The announcement {s-now béing sént to 
life insurance agents, and regarding it 
President R, A. McCurdy, of the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, says: 

“The change of rates announced in the 
notice to the company’s agents is one of 
So great importance as to justify a brief 
explanation concerning the causes which 
have induced this uniform action on the 
part of several] of the leading American 
life ‘insurance companies. A continued de- 
pression in the rates of interest obtainable 
upon the best forms of investments, which 
began about ten years ago, has become 
more marked within the past year or two, 
so as to create a doubt whether the aver- 
age rates of interest safely obtainable may 
not at some time in the future fall below 
the 4 per cent which has from the be- 
ginning been established as the foundation 
for ail life insurance calculations in this 
country. 

“There is no reason to apprehend that for 
a long period to come there will be any 
marked reduction in the average rates ob- 
tainable on the funds now invested in the 
best interest bearing securities or that 
there will be any future necessity 
strengthen the basis of reserves on exist- 
ing business. These are safely provided 
for, and the present change has been 
adopted only with reference to new bus- 
iness, which will on the average remain 
in foree to a much later date than the 
company’s existing business. A favorable, 
and by no means improbable, change in 
financial conditions may be productive of 
an increase in future rates of interest, and 
In the case the dividents of surplus to the 
policy holders will be correspondingly in- 
creased. Whether this. proves to be the 
cage or not, there will be no relaxation of 
effort on the part of the company’s man- 
agement to maintain the highest possible 
ratio of interest income. 

“It is probable that this conservative ac- 
tion may also be adopted by the other life 
insurance companies of this country, and 
it is fitting that the first step should be 
taken by those leading American organiza- 


» tidns which have hitherto been regarded as 


the chief exponents oof life insurance 
throughout the civilized world. The imme- 
diate effect of this change of reserve basis 
will be a slight increase in the rates of 
premium to be chafged upon endowmeiuit 
and limited payment life policies, and also 
upon ordinary life policies issued on young 
and middle-aged lives. At the older ages, 
from fifty upward, a decrease in rate oc- 
curs, inasmuch as experience has shown 
that the present rates charged, and there- 
fore should be. It is scarcely too much to 
say that the history of American life in- 
surance is contained in the record of the 
great companies which are foremost in 
this movement, and it is therefore eminent- 
ly proper that they should again point out 
the path of orderly and energetic conserv- 
atism which leads in safety to success.”

Mr. Hall To Present Motion for Ap- 
pointment of Committee. 


MEASURE FOR MEASURE IN THE HOUSE 


Many Matters of General Interest Set 
for Special Hearing in the Leg- 
islature This Week.

An effort will be made today in the house 
to stop the discussion of the convict ques- 
tion and bring matters to a speedy cli- 
max by a measure looking to a fina] solu- 
tion of the whole affair. 

At the afternoon session a _ resolution 
will be put in calling for the appointment 
of a committee, one from each congression- 
al district, the duty of which will be to 
take up all the bills presented,‘ to con- 
sider all plans suggested and to report 
to the house a bill which will express the 
combined idea of the members on the 
question of convict lease. 

Representative Hall, of Coweta, will place 
the resolution before the house and his 
idea carries with it the theory that every 
Section of the state will be represented 
on the committee; that it will be an impar- 
tial measure, and is the.fairest way. to 
stop the prolonged debate and secure the 
best solution. 

Just now the’ discussion upon the qués- 
tion is at its height. There are those, 
however, who think enough has heen said 
and believe it is time for definite action. 
For this reason Mr. Hall will push his 
measure. J 

Mansfield Prize Fight Bill... 

The bill of Uncle Joe Mansfie!d to legal- 
ize prize fighting will come up for con- 
Sideration on this afternoon. 

Uncle Joe believes that his measure is 
not dead. He gays that he has called to 
his support enough who favor the manly 
sport to reconsider and to pass his Dill. - 

“IT think that the tjme is ripe for Geér- 
gia to take action on this question,” said 
Mr. Mansfield. ‘I believe that scientific 
sport should be encouraged. Since we have 
killed football in the state I think that 
the people of Georgia should have some- 
thing to fall back on in an athletic line. 
i say that prize fighting is the thing. It 
will answer all purposes. I believe my 
bill will pass.” 

The Election of Solicitors. 

Another special order of business set for 
today is the bill of Henderson, of For- 
syth, for the election of judges and solict- 
tors by the people. A bill of a similar na- 
ture has been made the special order in 
the senate for Wednesday, and the provi- 
sions in the two Diflls are almost identical. 
It may be that there will be an effort to 


postpone the hearing in the house today 
and defer action until the senate takes 
up the question.

For the Australian Ballot. 

For Tuesday will come the bill of Mr. 
Felder calling for the adoption of the Aus- 
tralian ballot system in Georgie. There 
is great interest in this bill and it will 
call for lengthy discussion. 

On the same day Mr. Hamby, of Rabun, 
will have his measure concerning the flying 
of United States flags from the school 
houses up as a special order. Mr. Hamby 
thinks that the teachers of al} public 
schools in this state should be required 
to fiy the colors of the country from the 
roofs of the schoolthouses. He says that 
it will be a strong object lesson in patriot- 
ism. 

Also for special hearing comes the Dodd 
insurance bill. The insurance bili provides 
that in all cases where the insurance com- 
pany contests the payment of a policy the 
comp-ny must pay back to the eState of the 
policy holder every cent of premiums paid 
in, and also pay an interest of 7 per cent 
on the premiums for the time said pre- 
miums were in the company’s Lands. This 
bill was reported unfavorably as the com- 
mittee thought such a measure would fos- 
ter fraud.

Trouble is on in the ranks of the Fifth 
regiment, and it is not improbable that an 
investigation by Colonel Candler will be 
the result. While the trouble will not re- 
quire the sitting of a courtmartial, yet it 
is of a serious nature. 

The direct cause of the fll feeling is the 
enlistment of a yong man in the ranks of 
the Capital City guards, after his enlist- 
ment had expired with company K, or the 
Atlanta Grays. It appears that Captain 
Massey, of the latter company, did not 
approve of this change ef company on the 
part of the enlisted man, and therefore di- 
rected a letter of some severity to Captain 
Barker, of the Capital City Guards, and 
declined to allow his company to visit 
the fair which is now being held in the 
armory of the guards. 

The matter has caused a considerable sen- 
sation in the ranks of the military men, and 
the trouble may grow to greater propor- 
tions before the end has been reached. 
The matter has at present been referred 
to the colonel of the regiment, Judge John 
S. Candler, and the will give ft the direction 
which, in his opinion, it: should take. 

‘As is well known, the Capital City Guards 
are now in the midst of a fair, which is 
being held for their benefit, an@ in their 
armory on Alabama street. So far the fair 
has been a decided success, and the mem- 
bers of the company expect to realize a 
handsome sum from it. 

Invitations have been issued from time to 
time by the company to the other military 
organ‘zations of the city, inviting them to 
attend the fair on certain nigats set apart 
for the‘r entertainment. ‘These invit: tions 
have been accepted by all of «he compa- 
nies, with the exception of th Atlanta 
Grays, and thereby hangs the story. 

It seems that A. H. Barksdale was for 
some time a member of the Atlanta Grays, 
and was regarded as one of the mest ef- 
ficient men in it. He was given the posi- 
tion of quartermaster sergeant on account 
of his ability, and proved himself worthy 
of the trust. Some weeks ago his enlist- 
ment expired with this company. and he 
asked Captain Massey for his discharge. 

It was given him, setting forth the facts 
that he had made a good record while in 
the company, and stating that there was 
no reason why he should not join some 
Other company. With this isdorsement in 
hand, Barksdale went to Captain Barker, 
of the Capital City Guards, and made ap- 
Diication to join his compny. After an 
investigation he was accepted and erlisted 
regularly in this command, 

This, it seems, was done over the protest 
of Captain Massey, who, for some reason, 
desired to have the young man remain 
out of any other company. No atfention 
was paid to the protest, however, and 
Barksdale was elected.’ Nothing more was 
thought of the matter,until the invitation 
was sent to the Atlanta Grays asking 
them to visit the fatr. 

In answer to this invitation Cartain 
Barker is said to have received a curt note, 
setting forth that on account of the dis- 
courtesy with which the Grays had been 
treated in the matter of enlisting Barks- 
dale, the Grays felt obliged to decline the 
invitation. The note also stated that the 
matter had been referred to Colonel Can- 
dler for investigation. 

Captain Barker is alleged to ~have not 
answered the note in any manner, Dut 
tore it up. What direction will be given 
the matter it is imposs.ble to state at 
present, byt an investigation will soon fol- 
low. The affair has caused a sensation in 
military circles, and it may be that more 
serious trouble than is now anticipated 
will result from it.

Dr. Elliott Filled Dr. Robert’s Pulpit

‘Peter turned away from him, but he 
does not leave Peter out. The angel said 
tell the disciples and Peter. 

‘There is that human nature in Peter 
that crops out in you and all mankind. 
The more human we are the more like Pe- 
ter we are. 

“Every man who denies his Master can 
turn and find Him again. It was Peter, 
James and John whe went with the Master 
when He ascended. He had selected twelve 
disciples, but Peter first was selected to 
go upon the mount of transfiguration and 
it was Peter who said this is a good place, 
let us build a tabernacle, ete. 1 have a 
great sympathy for Peter. I love him. He 
was so human. But after Pentecost you 
Peter’s life. 
and Peter after 
Pentecost was two different persons. 

“It is our privilege to walk with Christ 
and not to fall by the way, and Peter’s fall 
did not come about by anything except the 
ola natural man and old habits, and we 
fall the same way. 

‘“Peter’s downfall is written in Lake and 
is like that of you church members. At 
one time Christ said, ‘Peter, I have prayed 
for thee, that thy faith fail not.

I know men who think they are getting 
along splendidly, but are im a dan- 
gerous condition.

CAMP THINKS ROADS WILL GIVE HALF 


Is Determined To Give West Side Folk 
an Outlet Before He Leaves 
the Council. 


Councilman Milton P. Camp, chairman 
of the bridge committee of the city coun- 
cil, says the west side folk will soon have 
an Outlet into the center of the city either 
by means of a viaduct or a bridge across 
the railway tracks. 

Mr. Camp has been working agsiduously 
to this end ever since he has been in toun- 
cil, but has never been able to material- 
ize his plan. The prospects are now bright- 
er, he says, than ever, and asserts that 
@ bridge or viaduct is an assured fact. 

Mr. Camp has recently held consultations 
with John M. Bgan, vice president of the 
Central road, who is disposed to aid in 
the solution of the problem. At the last 
conference he told Mr. Camp he would ad- 
vise him soon ag to what measures his 
road would adopt, stating it was probably 
a favorable recommendation would . be 
made for a good appropriation. 

Mr. Camp, however, does not consider 
this a sufficient answer. He says he wants 
to know now what the road will do. He 
wrote to Mr. Egan last Friday, advising 
him that the next meeting of the council 
would be two weeks hence, but that he 
must have a definite answer in by that 
time. If no answer is forthcoming, it is 
probable Mr. Camp will seek to have such 
legislation adopted as will force the road 
to appropriate a good sum for the pro- 
mulgation of the plan, or for the erection 
of the viaduct or bridge. 

Mr. Camp believes the Central road will 
at least bear half the expense. He is in- 
clined to do away with the viaduct idea 
and return to his first love—an Alabama 
street bridge—but if he cannot secure the 
latter he will probably accept the former. 
He has been dickering along this line ever 
since he has been in council. and now 
that his term has about expired, he is 
edetermined that the fruits of his labor 
shall appear before he surrenders to his 
successor, Mr. LaHatte. 

“The bridge is practically assured,” said 
Mr, Camp last night. “Mr. Egan was first 
under the impression that council met 
Monday, and was preparing his answer 
accordingly. I therefore wrote him, telling 
him that cottncil did not meet for two 
weeks, but that he must have a definite 
answer in by that time. I am tired fooling 
with these railroad people. The west side 
citizens need an outlet, and they have got 
to have. it.The railroad people will never 
consent to have a grade crossing as an 
extension of Alabama street, and I am 
Sure, from what Mr. Egan told me, his 
company will consent to donate half the 
cost of a first-class bridge. I have sent 
him my ultimatum, however, and if he 
refuses to answer, I shall attempt to have 
some legislation adopted irrespective of 
the railroad companies that will give thé 
west side people some relief.’’ 

Mr. Camp will probably receive a letter 
from Mr. Egan this morning giving more 
light on the situation. This is his last effort 
as a city official, and he is determined to 
win. It looks, therefore, as if Alabama 
street might be improved in the near 
future.

_gernerstore. And if the next generation 
/eould have seen that vast throng that as- 
‘pyembied there to send this message, if they 
‘yould have heard that soul-stirring music, 
‘it they could have seen the venerable 
‘pishop as he tenderly deposited the little 
box in its long resting place, they would 
have marveled perhaps at what manner of 
men we are. 

It was a beautiful ceremony. The mes- 
gage seemed to have been christened with 
Nature’s benediction, for the day was per- 
fect. Hundreds of people were there— 
Catholics and Protestants. The services 
were conducted according to the Catholic 
fitual, and were exceedingly impressive. 
The special choir, consisting of twelve male 
yoices, especially trained for the occasion, 
rendered beautiful selections, adding much 
to the impressiveness of the occasion. The 
chorister boys were there, too, in their 
white surplices, the local Catholic clergy 
and all dignitaries of the Catholic church 
in Atlanta. The Hibernian Rifles, under 
command of Captain W. D. Ellis, turned 
out in honor of the occasion, as well as a 
jatge delegation from the Order of Catholic 
Knights of America 

Bishop Becker, head of the Catholic 
church in Geofgia, had charge of the ser- 
vices. He delivered a short address, ex- 
plaining the significance of the occasion and 
elaiming the ceremony was based on reli- 
gious Manifestations.

In short, there never was a 
nation, however barbarous, without these 
essential constituents of a rsasoning mind. 

“Now, when the patriarchs and prophets 
for more than 4,000 years had :hese mani- 
fold local manifestaffons of the tender care 
of the Almighty for His chusen people, 
they at once built an altar, cal’ed it In 
winning ways with loving names, the 
house of the Lord, the place of the show- 
ing forth of His glory, the place cf wor- 
ship, and they proceeded immediately to 
that one act of adoration, which during 
all time, as both sacred and profane history 
testifies, was the ome essential uct of re- 
ligion incapable of being offered to any 
but the Creator. Is it likely that env 
change would take place itn the very es- 
sence of religion? Hence the memorial 
stone, subsequently an altar, was invariably 
set apart as something sanctified, and for 
the sole use and behoof of the Lord, and 
even the locality became the house of God, 
the gate of heaven—not a profane pluce of 
meeting, but the ‘house of God, which is 
the church of the living God, the pillar 
and ground of the truth.’ Thus the Cathotic 
chureh is the place of prayer, of the ccm- 
munion of the faithful on earth with those 
in heaven, and for holiest and joftiest sen- 
timents of the soul of man. 

“We know from the self-same Catholic 
scriptures the singular superiority which 
Melchisedeck had beyond even the Patri- 
arch Abraham to whom God had promised 
the Messiah as a descendant. How the lat- 
ter—the great patriarch and father of the 
faithful bowed down before Melchisedeck 
‘because he was the priest of the Most 
High God,’ Genesis xiv. How he paid to 
Him tithes as to his superior, and in his 
capacity of unquestioned friend of the 
Almighty, yet joined humbly in the unique 
sacrifice which the Psalms cix is but an 
adaptation. Therein, it is said, in speak- 
ing of eur Lord and Saviour: 

“The Lord hath sworn and it shall never 
repent him.

‘Now, our Lord fulfilled this, His priest- 
hood and once and once only. wher He 
serformed the only act which insepara- 

ly allied Him to Melchisedeck as fe- 
gards the priesthood. In nothing else dur:ns 
His whole Kfe is He thus known to have 
given the completion of the Psalms and 
fulfillment ta the prophecy. Then, accord- 
ing to the order of His succession, on the 
night before His betrayal and crucifixion. 
He took bread and wine into His venerable 
and creative hands, and blessing, He pro- 
nounced those eternal words, and said: 
‘This is my body which shall be broken 
for you: tthis is the chalice, or cup the 
New Testament in my blood, which shall 
be shed for you, and for many in remission 
of sins.’ 

‘‘Here we see the true altar, victim and 
pontiff—our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 
Here the arch which spans the firmament 
from the old and figurative testament te 
the new and perfect covenant of the 
Church catholic. The latter is the com- 
plement of the former; the one Was a 
shadow; the other is the eternal truth. 
The singularly carnal and bloody sacri- 
fices of the Old Testament give way to the 
perfect sacrifices of the cross, once for 
sll; whilst the Lord of heaven giver us 
Himself, the living bread which came 
down from heaven. as the staff of life, and 
is perpetually found itn the Catholic church. 
the hours of praver and of the eternal 
application of Christ’s copious redemption 
in the divine sacritice. lere there is a 
true altar, a perfect victim our Lord 
Himself, and a true priesthood acting as 
instruments and set apart for their noble 
vocation. 

“The prayer of our Lord for unity and 
oneness must wmecessarily some time be 
fulfilled.

The copper box was opened and 
the bishep placed therein first copies of The 
Atlanta Constjtution of yesterday, and 
The Atlanta Journal of Saturd:iv:; a manu- 
script containing a complete iListory ef the 
erection of the church: various coins of 
different nationalities, one among the num- 
ber teing a Spanish coin 5613 veurs old; the 
censtitution and by-laws of the Manning 
Circle, an organization under the auspices 
of ihe chutch, the names of those who 
have aiready contributed to the building 
fund, and the following communication 
from Bishop Becker: 

“A. D. N. J.. Xti 1897.--On the twenty 
first day of November, which is the feast 
of the presentation of the 3.

p. m., we, Thomas A. Becker, bishop of 
Savannah; Rev. William GIbbons, 8S. M.;

FOR THE ROADS 


Companies Asks the Courts To Grant | 


Them Some Relief. 
VALUATIONS $60,000 PER MILE 


This Is Probably More Than the Cap- 
italization Per Mile. : 


THE NEW ASSESSMENT 1S ATTACKED 


Tennessee Leads All States in Taxing 
Rail Lines—Excessive Valuations 
Fortunate for Companies, 


The railroads of Tennessee are preparing 
to make a strong fight on the tax assess- 
ments fixed by the state’s railroad cam- 
missioners. 

Fortunately for the roads, the commis. 
sioners instead of making a moderate in- 
crease in the valuations, jumped up just 
about double. For instance, the main stem 
of the Louisville and Nashville is assessed 
at $60,000 a mile. If it had been made $20,000 
a mile it might stand, but $60,000 a mile has 
very little show of being sustained. 

A road which is assessed in Alabama at 
$18,000 per mile is assessed in Tennessee at 
$40,000 per mile. Valuations of that kind 
can usually be turned down. 

The railroads were a political issue in 
Tennessee and the politiciana who were 
fighting them stuck the knife in deep. They 


went too far and their Work will probably 
be undone. 


The roads have filed a bill at Nashville 
in the courts complaining that the com- 
missioners were excessive in their rating. 
The following is an interesting extract from 
the bill: 


“The uncontradicted record in the proof 
shows that the highest average assessment 
per mile in twenty-five states, namely: 
Alabama, Arkansas, Arizona, California. 
Colorado, Florida, Georgia, Idaho, I!!inois, 
Kentucky, Kansas, Louisiana, Missouri, 
Montana, Nebraska, New Mexico, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Texas, Tennessee, 
Virginia, Wyoming, Washington is that in 
Tennessee, which is over $20,000 a mile. 
The difference between the two highest is 
about equal to the average assessment per 
mile in fifteen of the said states. That 
is to say, the average value placed by the 
board of equalizers upon the railroads per 
mile in Tennessee is as much greater than 
the average value in the next highest state 
by about the full amount of the average 
value per mile at which railroads are as- 
sessed in fifteen of said states. 

“The highest assessment of any road per 
mile, in all of said states, is that of the 
Louisville and Nashville main stem, $60,000. 
The next highest value is in Virginia, the 
amount being $20,000, just one-third of that 
put by the equalizers on the Louisville and 
Nashville main stem. The next highest 
value is in Alabama, which is $18,000, the 
valuation put upon that portion of the 
Nashville and Decatur railroad lying in 
Alabama, while the Tennessee portion of 
said road is assessed by the equalizers at 
$40,000 per mile. 

‘In Tennessee 8,044 miles are valued at 
approximately $68,000,000. 

“In IJllinois 15,2538 mil 
$75,624,322. : 

“In Virginia 2,491 miles 
$48,671,227. 

“In North Carolina 3,701 miles are valued 
at $25,348,780. 

‘In Kentucky 3,046 miles are valued at 
$48,429 876. 

“In Georgia 
$30,617,258. 

“The valuations made by the said equal- 
izers of those lines in Tennessee is vastly 
out of proportion to former assessments 
in Tennessee, the assessment of the same 
road in adjacent states and the assessment 
made*in all other states in the south and 
west. 

‘The average value per mile of assess- 
ment of railroad property in Tennessee, as 
made by said equalizers, is over $20,000.

Business. 


Vice President Harahan, of the [ilinots 
Central. who was here last week. went 
from Atlanta ta New Orleans. He was in-

TALKS OF REFORM 


. 
Holcombe Once Handled the Pasteboards, 
Now He Preaches. 


HOW HE CHANGED LIFE 


He Spoke to a Large Crowd in the 
Columbia Theater Yesterday. 


TOLD OF HIS DAYS WITH THE DECKS 


Learned To Play Cards When a Child 
and Kept It Up All His Life. 
What He Had To Say. 


eae 


Rev. Steve P. Holcombe, the reformed 
gambler. preached to a large audience in 
the Columbia opera house yesterday after- 
noon. The hour was set for 3 o’clock, but 
before that hour arrived, the people began 
te flock to the auditorium. and the minis- 
ter found the house comfortably filled when 
he arrived 

He took as his text “The Gambler,” and 
handled the subject in a masterly manner, 
it was really the story of his life that he 
told, and he used his experiences to point 
out the paths of right and wrong to those 
who heard him 

A good collection was taken up and it 
will do something toward helping the Ma- 
rietta mission, which is doing so much good 
in this city. Mr. Helcombe was introduced 
by Mr. John F. Barclay in a few words, 
but as the speaker said when he arose, he 
really needed no introduction to an Atlanta 
audience. In part Mr. tlolcombe said: 

“i do not want any of yuu to think today 
that 1 have begun preacninug oecause 1 d.d 
not Make a succeSs OF the gamMouing vusi- 
ness, tor sucnm ig not the case. 1 uo Not 
mean to brag, but I must say tnat l wasa 
good gambicr and knew the business as 
Weil as the rest of tne boys. I stopped at 
the Kimball house when Ll gamMmo.ea ana 
Dever wanted tor anything. aud now | am 
traveling around speaking tor missions ana 
ago noi tare nait as Well, 

‘Do not get it into your head that 1 am 
complaining tor 1 am not, but 4 Just Wali- 
ed tO make this statement in order that 
you might not think me an old proken down 
gambler, who started in the ministry be- 
cause Nhe was a bacK number. I| have been 
converted for twenty years and 1 am not 
an old man yet by any means. 

“I learned to play cards at about the 
age of seven; and gambled for money at 
xen, In my youthful exper.ence as a gam- 
bier I was a failure, so far as gains were 
eoncerned, as I almost invariably lost. But 
notwithstanding my constant iosses and 
my mother’s terrible beatings, a gambier 
4 would be. In these early days gambiers 
were called ‘blucklegs,’ and I thougnt this 
# literal description of them. . But noftwith- 
Standing this stigma, the height of my 
ambition was to be a gambler. And I suc- 
ceeded admirably. At the age of twenty- 
jive I gave up ail attempts at any other 
Yusiness or occupation, and began my ca- 
reer as a professional gambler. I foilowed 
this life for seventeen years, and oh, what 
years! It frightens me now to recall them. 
There is notning in them pleasant for me 
to remember, they were one constant ex- 
perience of sin and pain. 

“During my life as a gambler, uncon- 
trolled by the grace and power of God, and 
untouched by the love that can forgive as 
it hopes to be forgiven, 1 committed a 
great crime. I got into a difficulty with a 
man and shot him down. When he feli 
he asked me to raise him up. Putting my 
arm under his neck, I did so, und held him 
until a doctor was. called. l Was aww 
touched with pity for the man, and would 
have done anything ins my power for him, 
but al) my pity and repentanee could not 
bring him back to life. I turned him over 
to a doctor, went into a barroom and 
washed the blood from: my hands, but I 
could not wash the biood from my con- 
science. Fourteen years after the cry of 
another murderer, ‘Deliverer ine frum 
blood guiitiness, O my Gud,” was te burst 
from my lips, and faith in the blood o? the 
murdered Christ was to bring peace to my 
long troubled soul. 

“But, alas! 1 was svon to muitiply guilt 
upon guilt before that time should come. 
i was soon arrested and taken to jail 
where after some hours I was informed 
that the man was dead. I was tried by a 
jury and acquitted, notwithstanding the 
commonwealth’s attuyrney, assisted by paid 
counsel, did ail he could to secure my con- 
viction. Yes, the jury atter being out 
about fifteen minutes brought in a verdict 
of acquittal, and the peopie all approved 
of the verdict.But no human sentence or ap- 
proval can quiet a guilty human conscience, 
when awakened by the God whose sole pre- 
rogative of executing justice is guardea by 

is OWn solemn and awful words: ‘Ven- 

geance is mine, I will repay, said the Lord.’ 
When the conscience is pressed with 
a great sense of guilt, it seeks relief by 
the way of -contrition and repentance, or 
by a deeper plunge into sin and guilt, as if 
the antidote to a dose of poison were a 
larger dose of poison. There is no middle 
ground, uniess it be insanity, nor did I find 
any middle ground. I did not allow myself 
to think of the killing of the man: and I 
had to Keep very busy in a career of sin 
to Keep from thinking about it. That is 
exactly the second alternative of which 
1 have just spoken. 

“After my acquittal I continued gam- 
bling, and witb a past full of sin and crime 
and a future that promised nothing better, 
J roamed over the land, seeking rest and 
finding none, because I did not seek it in 
God. Of God's mercy and love I did not 
know. I thought only of His wrath. I found 
out later what St. Augustine has so bean- 
tifully said for all humanity, ‘Thou hast 
made us for thyself, and our hearts can 
find no rest till they repose in thee.’ 

“After wandering over almost the whole 
world, seeking rest for my weary heart, 
and finding it not, I returned to Louisville. 
the place of my birth and the place where 
| committed the great crime that caused 
all my restlessness. I had wandered nearly 
enough. 

“At this time, 1877, the great temperance 
movement was rolling through the country. 
Meetings were held everywhere, and in 
Louisville, also, through the earnest en. 
deavors of my seventeen-year-old son, I 
was induced to sign the pledge. Soon after 
this a gentleman called on me, introduc- 
ing himself as a Methodist minister. I said, 
‘Well, there isn’t much difference between 
us; ’m a gambler.’ I thought this would 
settle the matter. I thought he would flee 
from me as if I were some venomous viper, 
but contrary to my expectation, he stoad 
his ground, and laying his hand gently on 
my shoulder, said, ‘My brother, come to my 
church,’ Yes, he called me brother and in- 
vited me to. his church. I accepted the in- 
vitation, and the following Sunday the old 
gambler and the young preacher again 
faced each other. The young preacher 
preached the gospel, and the old eambler 
heard the gospel. and was touched. When 
the usual invitation was given to join the 
church I could not go forward, but after 
the benediction was pronounced I walked 
down the aisle. and meeting the minister. 
said to him, ‘May I join yvour church” 
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‘You are welcome and more than welcome.’ 
said the wnreacher. From the day I joined 
the church that minister seemed to under- 
stand me better than I understood myself. 
he seemed to know and did tel} me ‘my 


} own secrets. He led me to an vunderstand- 


-ing of myself and of my situation.”
